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REMARKS 



Claims 4-9 and 1 1-31 are pending in the application. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant appreciates the Examiner's indication that claims 4-9 and 1 1-30 are allowed over 
the prior art of record. 



35 USC SI 12, first paragraph Rejection 

Claim 31 has been rejected under 35 USC §112, first paragraph, as allegedly failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. 

Without acquiescing to the Examiner's allegations made in rejecting this claim, to expedite 
prosecution only, claim 3 1 has been amended to recite that the controller receives an input video 
format and a desired output format, as supported by, e.g., Figs. 3B and 3C. Accordingly, 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection and the indication of allowance of claim 31 are 
respectfully requested.
